Kemal received little schooling 
while a youngster. He was induced 
to enter the Imperial Military college 
at (Constantinople, where despite his 
scholastic handicap he made a bril- 
liant record.

For some years previous to the 
outbreak of. the Wuropeen war, he 
was associated with the yours Turk 
movement. (Always an afdent pat- 
riot, he put forth all his vim in 
fighting against the British. His 
leadership weg responsible for the 
defeat of the Britih forces at Galli- 
poli. 

Kemal was considered by the Ger. 
mans 88 one 0 the best of the Turk- 
ish leaders. His success brought him 
the enmity of Enver Pasha, but 
Kemal always was able to best his 
rival.
